Argentine" ant control work in cit- 


rus orchards in eastern Los Angeles 
county is showing very satisfactory 
results in those areas where the con- 
trol work has been carried on over 
two seasons, according to the report 
received. by County 
Horticultural 


Commissioner Ryan from H. H.. Wil- 
comb, county horticultural inspector 
in charge of the field work. The re- 
port shows that three treatments of 
infested groves using what is known 
as the government formula ant syrup 
will give a thorough control, and,-in 
some instances at least, complete 
eradication. 


An inspection has just been com- 


pleted nt Covina of 54 groves "which 
were severely infested with Argen- 
tine ants when, first treated in the 
fall of 1924. -The third treatment 
was completed in the fall of 1925. At 
the present time 47 of these grpves 
are entirely free of ants and the re- 
•maining 7 have but a few scattering 
infestations. 


Approximately 6000 acres of citrus 


trees in and near Glendora, Azusa 
and Covina that have infestations 
were treated last fall and are being 
re-serviced this spring, and generally 
speaking the ants have appreciably 
decreased over the whole area treat- 
ed. The groves that are still show- 
ing fairly heavy infestations are, in 
almost every case, those that have 
had an abundance of insect honey- 
dew or other natural food in or near 
.them all the year around. 


Argentine ant control is a neces- 


sary adjunct to successful control of 
mealybug pests of ants and trees. 
This is particularly true at the pres- 
ent time of the citrophilus mealybug, 
which has proved to be a serious pest 
of citrus trees. The ants feed upon 
the, honey-dew secreted by these in; 
sects, but are enemies of most other 
forms of life, and when present in 
large numbers make life so uncom- 
fortable and hazardous for the nat- 
ural insect endmies of the mealybug 
that these beneficial insects are pre- 
vented from establishing themselves 
in large enough numbers to gain con- 
trol. 
. 
.-... 
Since the only dependable means 


of control of the citrophilus mealy- 
bug is by the> use of beneficial in- 
sects, primarily the ladybird beetle 
known as" cryptolaemus, ant control 
must be provided. 


This control is carried on under 


the supervision of the county horti- 
cultural commissioner's 
office, and 


the expense of labor and materials 
used in each of the districts is paid 
out of the fund raised and disbursed 
by the district Exchange office-in the 
area acting as a clearing house for 
all growers. The cost is pro-rated to 
all growers in the district through 
their association, and is a nominal 
one to the individual grower. 


This work is planned for commer- 


cial groves only and does not include 
city lot control. 
.

out syrup containers and any grow- 
er in the Glendora, AzuSta and Co: 
vina distrists who has, or believes h« 
has, Argentine ants in his grove that 
are not being treated, will facilitate

Hanson 'chose Harris's Andante from 
an unfinished symphony for a con- 
cert of unpublished works given at 
the Eastman theater at Eochester un- 
der his baton, and the New York 
critics who went down for the event 
were most encouraging. 


Olin Downes said: "The greatest 


promise of the cpneert seemed td be 
in Mr. Harris's score. Its essential 
quality is uncommon today—a qual 
ity of serene nature, a mood that is 
lofty and and riot sensuous, a music 
that has a deep breath. Here is a 
germ of music that is not imitative, 
that has its origin in nature, that. Mr, 
Harris knows and loves and that 
speaks of things beyond the superfi- 
cial excitements and banalities of 
the day." 


Mr. Harris writes that he is work- 


ing on. this score to 'clear up some 
obscurities detected in actually hear- 
ing it played by an orchestra, before 
having it presented at the New York 
Stadium the third week in July and 
the first week in August at the Hol- 
lywood Bowl by Mr. Van Hoogstrat- 
ten. . 


A standardized" calendar of thir- 


teen identical months of twenty- 
eight days each has been proposed 
by-the International Fixed Calendar 
League and fostered by the Interna- 
tional Chamber of Commercj. 
Ac- 


cording to the plan the new month 
to be named Sol is to be placed be- 
tween June and July and the fourth- 
year variation is to be taken care of 
by a leap-day at the end of June. 
Each month is to begin with Sunday 
and end with Saturday. 


The advantages of such a fixed 


calendar have been set forth as fol- 
lows : 


All periods of earning and spend,- 


ing would be equal. 


The complete four weeks would ex- 


actly quarter all months, gearing the 
weekly wages with monthly rents 
and the like. 


Pay days, holidays, meetigs, etc., 


would ' always come on the same 
monthly date. The day of the -week 
would always indicate the day of'the 
month. 
' 
, 


Accounts and drafts would never 


come due on Sunday; every month- 
end would exactly coincide with a 
week-end, making monthly balances 
easier to obtain. 


Great statistical advantages would 


be' obtained by eliminating the varia- 
tion in monthly working days and 
making all months comparable. 


The idea of standardizing the cal- 


endar is not a new one. The ancient 
Egyptian calendar, one of the first 
the world ever knew, consisted of 
twelve standard months of thirty 
days each, and a short month of five 
or six days at the end of the harvest 
'that was used for fiestas and merry- 
making. 


There is no doubt but that a fixed 


calendar, like numbered streets, .the 
metric cystem, and simplified spell- 
ing, would, save a great deal of hu- 
man energy that is now being wast- 
ed; but it is never easy to change, 
even for the better, institutions that 
are. the result of years of evolution. 
However, the Fixed Calendar League 
does not hope for the adoption of 
its plan before 1928 or 1933, and 
there may be some prospect of suc- 
cess.

Unless we are willing 
to accept the responsibility we had better forego the glory. 
It is a pleasant thing to be elected president of a club or 
any representative, but the pleasure is not unalloyed. When- 
ever such a tribute is paid, the electorate expects to improve 
itself as well as to honor the man it selects. If he prove A 
disappointment in office, resentment will quickly follow.
